SENATE ASSAILED 
IN ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Smith Declares That His 

Purpose Is To Uphold 
Dignity and Sovereign 
Right of State. 


Chicago, January 13.—(4)—Colonel 
Frank L. Smith, of Dwight, Ill., desig- 
nated by Governor Len Small to fill 
the unexpired term of the late United 
States Senator William B. McKin- 
ley, and the senator-elect for the long 
term as the deceased senator’s suc- 
cessor announced tonight that early 
next week he would present his cre- 
dentials to the senate. 

“In deference to and in view of 
circumstances which were entitled to 
due consideration, I have, until now, 
delayed action upon my constitutional 
rights,’’ Colonel Smith said concerning 
the controversy which has raged §bout 
his appointment and election. 

A senate investigating committee 
headed by Senator James A. Reed, 
of Missouri, developed that a great 
part of the Smith campaign fund 
was contributed by the heads of pub- 
hic utilities over which, as chairman 
©. the Illinois commerce commission, 
he had jurisdiction. 

Further Delay Unwarranted. 

“A sifting of all circumstances an.. 
considerations leads inevitably to the 
conclusion that further delay is un- 
warranted,” he said. 

To procrastinate further would be 
unfair to the people of Illinois and 
a discourtesy to the governor, he 
said, 

“Subsequent to taking the oath, I 
shall conform to whatever’ § inquiry 
procedure is prescribed by the usual 
practice of the senate in such cases, 
asking only a full and impartial hear- 
ing,” said the senator-designate’s 


siatement. 
“I shall do this confident ‘that I 


shall measure up to every vepere 4 


ment of the office to which have 
been appointed and elected.” 

‘While he was not unmindful of po- 
litical conditions which appear to ex- 
ist in Washington, he said that 
“conditions so extreme as te al- 
mest unbelievable’ were reflected in 
addresses upon the floor of the senate 
by speakers who, ° ‘taking advantage of 
the time and place, apparently gloried 
in the thought that the one assailed 
was to be deprived of his constitution- 
al rights and of an opportunity to de- 
fend them.” 

Such incidents Colonel Smith said 
portended an assault upon the con- 
stitutional rights and state sovereign- 
ty of grave and fundamental import. 

R of Illinois. 

“The question is whether the state 
of Ulinois shall be denied a sovereign 
right established by the law of the 
land,” he asserted, “whether the 
United States senate, acting as a 
court, shall decide arbitrarily and 
without adequate hearing, whether 
eaprice, 
motives shall set aside the supreme 
constitutional rights of a citizen and 
a sovereign state, with the floor of 
ti» United States senate the onty 
place for adequately resolving those 
questions. 


“My purpose, and my only purpose, 


in going there at this time is to up- 


hold the dignity and sovereign rights | 
of my state, and I approach the task | 


undiscouraged and conscientiously un- | 
afraid,” the statement concluded. 

The expression of determination to 
go to Washington was prefaced by 
a review of circumstances which 
brought him into possession of the two 
sets of credentials &$ junior senator 
for Illinois. 

Tonight's statement was the second 
Colonel Smith has issued since the 
storm broke about his head upon ap- 
pointment by Governor Small a month 
ago. The first and reiterated repeat- 
edly until today was: “I have noth- 
ing to say. When the time comes, 
I shall talk.” 

He remained in Chicago tonight and 
intended to return to his home at 
Dwight tomorrow. 

He will return to Chicago “the first 
of next week,” and then go to Wash- 
ington.

House Is Requested To 
Override Program of 
Budget Which Calls for 
115,000 Men. 


COMMITTEE ASKS 
FOR $336,000,000 


Estimates for New Hous- 
ing Projects, Total- 
ing $5,080,000, Are 
Eliminated. 


Washington, January 13.—(/)—The 
house was asked by its appropriations 
committee today to provide for a 
standing army of 118,750 men and to 


‘override the budget proposal of 115,- 


000. Presenting a bill to appropriate 
$336,000,000 for war department ac- 
tivities during the next fiscal year, the 
committee declared congress’ had 
rather definitely indicated” its ap- 
proval of the larger figure and suggest- 
ed a congressional survey to design a 
balanced army, “If our financial situ- 
ation be such as not to warrant larger 
outlays on oux military army.” 

Although the bill’s total is $736,024 
below the budget estimate. it exceeds 
the budget actually by $2,763,976 Ly 
reappropriating $3,500,000 made avail. 
able last year. 

The measure whic: would give the 
war department $11,655,000 more thun 
it has for this year, provided $279,- 
112,000 for military activities and the 
remainder for non-military activities, 
including Muscle Shoals, rivers and 
harbors projects and the Panama 
canal, 

The committee added items pot in- 


‘cluded in the budget estimates aggre- 


gating $8,185,000 but struck out esti- 


mates for new housing projects totaling 


$5,080,000 on the ground that they 
had not been authorized by congress. 
Air Corps Needs Men. 

The committee report pointed out 
that if an additional 1,248 men should 
be needed for the air corps, the army 
could manage on pay and subsistence 
appropriations reeommended by the 
eommittee to expand its total enlisted 
strength to 119,998 by the end of the 


rear. 

For the national guar’ the ecommit- 
tee provided nearly $1,000,000 addi- 
tional to cover 15 days summer train- 
ing as compared to 13 days estimated 
for by the budget, and also to insure 
48 armory drills during the year. 


Budget Reversed. 


It reversed the budget on active 
training for reserve officers, prowding 
funds for 15 days training ‘for 16, 389 
such officers, and restored the 4.000 
cut made by the budget in attendance 
estimates for the civilian training 
camps next summer, putting the total 
up to 35,000, as it was for the present 
year. 

Dischssing the strength of the army 
the committee report said : 

“Much complaint is heard with re- 
spect to the effect curtailed appropri- 
ations have ‘had upon the military 
establishment. Constantly diminishing 
appropriations accompanied by gradual 
diminution through use and deteriora- 


tion of surplus war stocks have served 
‘te eliminate waste and bring about 


economy in administration, but an- 
doubtedly the point has been reached 
where either we must appropriate 
larger sums er further reduce the size 
of the army.” 

Explaining that the army is now 
nearly 10,000 men short of the number 
supposedly provided for in the last 
appropriation bill the committee de- 
clared congress was not responsible.

MEXICO IS NEAR 
GENERAL REVOLT 


AGANST CALLES 


All Over Country Upris- 
ings Are Reported 
Spreading Like Flames. 
Many Rebels Hanged. 


(The following dispatch describing con- 
ditions in Mexico is presented to the read- 


ers of The Constitution as the result of 
a special survey made by an independent 
investigator for The Chicago Tribune Press 
Service).

Monterey, Mexico, January 13.—Al 
over Mexico uprisings are spreading 
lik: a flame. They are, for the most 
part, the response of Catholics to the 
revolutionary call of Rene Capistran 
Garza, president of the League of 
Catholic Youta and vice president of 


the Catholic Defense League. It was, 
Capistran Garza who issued the na-! 
tion-wide appeal in August for the 
economic boycott, which has devasta- 
ted Mexico, 

These movements, bibon with the 
new year, have already cropped out 
in 10 states—Coahuila, Michoacan, 
Guanajuato, Jalisco, Guerrero, Oaxa- 
¢a, Durango, Tamaulipas, Chihua- 
hua and the state of Mexico. Within 
even five miles of the capital there is 
a band of Capistranistas harassing 
federal detachments and the garrisons 
of the small towns. In Jalisco there 
are a score of Catholic bands shout- 
ing, “Vive Crist. Rey! Long live 
Christ, our Lord.” ‘They threaten to 
upset the federal regime. 

_ General Revolution Seen. 

By another month, it is forecast, 
Mexico will be in the throes of a 
general revolution—a religious war. 
Capistran Garza will come to Mexico 
to lead the cause in person. In- 
August, -he was imprisoned for his 
part in the ‘eeohomic boycott, His 
freedom was offered him on condition 
he refrain from making further Cath- 
olic propaganda. He refused to ac- 
cept it on thesé conditions. How- 
ever, subsequently, he was released. 

Then the federal authorities issued 
an order for his rearrest. Fearing 
assassination, he fled to the United 
States. In the last four months he 
has gone to Washington and New 
York, informing high Catholic church- 
men of conditions in Mexico, con- 
ferring with the department of state 
and with senators and representatives. 

Capistran Garza is 28 years old. 
He is a native of Tampico, in the state 
of Tamaulipas. He is a journalist. 
A contribution to El Universal, one 


of the leading newspapers of Mexico 
City, about a year ago, brought him 
conspicuously to the forefront as a 
leader of the church cause. 


Bolshevism Threat. 


In this article he analyzed the trends 
of the revolutionary movement in Mex- 
ico, concluding with a forecast that if 
it were not checked, Mexico would go 
over completely to bolshevism. 

Last July when the government pre- 
cipitated the conflict with the church 
by decreeing the registration of all 
priests with the municipal authorities,

Washington, January 13.—Com. 
munist activities which were stressed 
as a menace to American prestige in 
the western world by Secretary of 
State Kellogg, in his memorandum to 
the senate foreign relations committze, 
were disclosed through inquiry at the 
state department today to be of lim- 
ited and uninfluential character. 

Department experts stated there was 
no evidence to connect President Cal- 
les of Mexico with international com- 
mimists. In fact, it was said that 
part of the time the communists have 
been fighting Calles as bitterly as 
they have fought the United States, 

Secretary of State Kellogg was 
asked if there was any information 
connecting Calles with the communists 
and he declined to answer. 

« Experts who were questioned said 
frankly that the communist activities 
in the United States are confined to 
a relatively small group and that they 
have little influence, 

“America is too prosperous and the 
American people are too sound to pay 
any attention to these discontented 
elements,” one expert said. when ask2d 
if he took the reds in the United States 
seriously. 

16,000 Members Here. 

- He revealed that the workers (com- 
munist ) party which is the chief com- 
munist political organization in, the 
United States ‘has about 16,000 mem- 
bers. The . department understands 
it is about to transfér its headquar- 
ters from Chicago to New’ York. 

C. E. Ruthenberg, a weil- known 
agitator, is the dominating figure. The 
state department is informed that 
varying amounts of money are furn- 
ished to this organization by Russian 
communists at intervals and that the 
party also raises funds of its own.

EXPRESS WORKERS 
WIN PAY RAISE 


New York, January 193.—(/)—Sixty 
thousand employees of the American 
Railway Express company today were 
granted a wage increase of 2 1-2 cents 
an hour by the United States board 
of arbitration. A unanimous decision 
of the board affects employees in every 
state. It is estimated that the in- 
crease, effective January 1, 1927, will 
cost the company about $4.500,000 a 
year. : 

Employees sought advances of 11 1-2 
and 12 cents an hour in requests sub- 
mitted to the company in October, 
1925. The matter was brought before 
the board by agreement between the 
express company and the American 
Federation of Express Workers, the 
Brotherhood of Railway and Steam- 
ship Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employees and the 
Order of Railway Expressmen. Hear- 
ings were started here December 21. 
1926, and ended January 7. 

The award grants an increase to all 
employees of 2 1-2 cents hourly. Mes- 
sengers in train service will get extra 
allowances of 4 1-4 cents an hour for 
handling United States mail or rail- 
road baggage and 8 1-2 cents an hour 
for handling both mail and. baggage.

Text of Borah’s Address 
Opposing Diaz Recognition 


Washington, January 13.—(4)— 
Senator Borah began his address by 
saying he was glad the time had come 
when the Nicaraguan question could 
be discussed “in the open” and was 
glad President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg had openly stated the 
principles on which they had based 
the policy of the administration. 

“This is not a personal controversy 
between the president and myself nor 
between the secretary of state and 
myself,” he continued. “As I view 
it, it involyes profoundly a question 
of national policy. It is not to be 
confined to the mere question of rec- 
ognition of this or that particular in- 
dividual, but must necessarily take 
on the problem of under what cir 
cumstances and under what principles 
and according to what policy we 
should proceed to deal with affairs 
not only in Nicaragua, but Central 
; America. 


“In passing, I want to say that I 
do not see at this time the applica- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine to the 
situation. There is at this time no 
non-American power, no European 
power, seeking to acquire territory in 
Central America. There is no for- 
eign power, non-American 
seeking in any way to overthrow the 
government of Nicaragua. 
that it is often claimed that all these 
matters in Central America are of 
peculiar concern to us. I do _ not 
challenge that proposition at all. They 
are of peculiar concern to us not by 
reason of the Monroe doctrine, but 
by reason of the propinquity of those 
eountries to the United States. But, 
under the Monroe doctrine, we have 
no right to interfere with the intend- 
ments of any Central American coun- 
try or the integrity of any govern- 
ment in Central America. 

Finds Self in Discord. 


“I understand perfectly, of course, 
not only the right but the duty of the 
United States as any other power to 
protect the rights of its citizens or 
}their property at whatever place they 
may find themselves or their prop- 
erty may be located. It is only when 
that doctrine is used for the purpose 
of establishing a policy which reaches 
far beyond the mere protection of the 
rights or the property and which in- 
terferes with the sovereignty of a 
people, which results in carrying on 
war against the people, that I find 
myself in discord with some of those 
who are responsible for construing 
these policies.” 

The senator took up a chronologi- 
cal discussion of Nicaraguan events, 
beginning with the dictatorship of 
Zeleya in 1909 and the revolution of 
that year which ended with the elec 
tion of President Estrada and Vice 
President Diaz. The American min- 
ister there at the time, Thomas C. 
Moffitt, advised the state department 
that the Estrada government was 
friendly to American interests. 

“Il ask those who may be interest- 
ed in this history,” continued § Mr. 
Borah, “to go into the details as they 
are now to be held, and they will ar- 
rive at the conclusion that Mr. Mof- 
fitt aided and abetted the revolution 
of 1909; that he advised our govern- 
ment in advance of it; that he had 
helped to select the men who were to 
be at the head of it. and that he was 
from the beginning to the end a part 
of the movement. This government 
indorsed them to overthrow their gov- 
ernment. 

Declare Neutral Zones. 

“We landed the marines in Nica- 
ragua and began that practice of de- 
claring neutral zones, and declared 
'the neutral zones where they would 
interfere with the forces with which 
we were not friendly. 

“The first business transaction upon 
the part of the people was to apply 
for a loan. I trust that the senate 
will also note the appearance for the 

| first time of Diaz in the history of 
| Nicaragua. Diaz at that time was 
'elerk of an American corporation at 
| $1,000 a year. He contributed some 
| $6,000 to the revolution of Estrada. 

“Estrada soon got into trouble, how- 
' ever, and resigned, whereupon Diaz 
| became president. The American min- 
‘ister represented that the loan nego- 
| tiations were in danger, because the 


‘ people opposed the plan. The minister 
asked for a warship. 

“That loan was obnoxious, as our 
own representative stated, to 80 per 
eent of the people of Nicaragua,’’ 
said Senator Borah. “I do not care 
whether it was beneficial or detri- 
mental; the enly people who could de- 
termine that fact were the people of 
Nicaragua themselves. If this means 
that we are to establish a protectorate 
over the Central Ameri¢tan countries 
and force upon them loans which they 
do not desire for economic policies, 
which they think unwise, then let us 
have it out in the open, and, before we 
adopt the policy, let the American 
congress speak in regard to it. 


Made Laan Treaty. 


“We made the loan treaty, and we 
made the canal treaty with ourselves, 
Diaz would not have remained i 
Managua overnight—he owed his po- 
litical life if not his physical life to 
the presence of the force supplied by 
the United States—and while that 
force was there we made a loan, ~ © ich 
he approved, and we made a canal 
treaty. That transaction is as pro- 
nounced and unconscionable an act of 
imperialism as ever disgraced any na- 
tion with whom we have in the past 
been willing to exchange criticisms. 

“Mr. President, until we take the 
judgment of the Nicaraguan people 
and get their judgment upon what 
has happened, ‘and their approval, we 
will never be able to come out of 
Nicaragua With our marine forces. We 
encamped upon the white house 
grounds of Nicaragua for 13 years. 
We will camp there for 100 )y ars 
unless we go back and secure the | 
judgment of the Nicaraguan people 
upon these transactions.

ing that the treaty was intraconven- 
tional of their rights and in violation 
of a treaty which they had with Nica- 
ragua, took the matter before the 
Central American court. The Central 
American court had been set up under 
the auspices of this government and 
that court, four to one, decided against 
the validity of the treaty. We ignored 
the decision, and the Central Ameri- 
ean court tumbled into oblivion. 


Policy of Decency. 


“So my views upon this matter are 
of long standing, not in opposition to 
this president or that president, or 
this administration or that. Mine is 
an humble effort to maintain a cer- 
tain policy of respect and decency 
and justice and conscience toward 
those helpless, powerless Central 
American countries.’’ 

_Coming down to the present situa- 
tion, Senator Borah pointed out that 
Juan B. Sacasa, now contesting for 
power with Diaz, was vice president 
under the last previous constitutional 
government and was “drivea out of 
the country.” when that government 
collapsed. The Idaho senator got into 
a discussion with Senator Bingham, 
republican, Connecticut, over the 
proper translation of a passage ta the 
| Nicaraguan constitution providing for 
selection of a new president when both 
president and vice president 
ceased to function. Finally Mr. Borah 
ended the dispute by seyiag: 

_ “Let me go on in my humble and 
irregular way. I don’t care whether 
it is ‘absence’ ‘falto,’ ‘default’: or 
‘defalto.” What I mean to say is that 
it only covered the temporary condi- 
tions, whatever those conditions were. 
If the president was temporarily in 
default, or temporarily absent, the 
designado could act. If the vice presi- 
dent was temporarily abseat or tem- 
porarily in default, the designado 
could act. He could not act at any 
other time. 

Sacasa Was Elected. 

“I say there is no possible doubt 
that Sacasa was elected vice presi- 
dent by an overwhelming majority, 
that we recognized him when we rec- 
ognized the government of which he 
was a part. If he was out of the 
country he was out of the country 
by foree. And now we ere under- 
taking to seat a man who was part of 
the conspiracy which drove him out 
of the country. 

“I have a letter from an American 
business man who has been in Nica- 
ragi.a since 1910, has a large business 
there, and was in the United States 
until a day or two siace when he re 
turned to Nicaragua. He said: 

“In October, 1925, General Elim- 
iano Chamorro conspired with Adolfo 
Diaz and several others to capture 
the Fort Tiscapa. This fort over- 
looked the city of Managua.’ 

“I have not any doubt, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that at the present time the 
people of Nicaragua are opposed to 
Chamorro and Diaz. The best evi- 
dence of it is that when 
Was a candidate against Solozano he 
was defeated nearly 2 to 1. The op- 
position is equally strong apparently 
at the present time. 

Sustain Will of People. 

“Now, if we are going to intervene 
in Nicaragua it does seem to me 
that we ought to make an effort ‘to 
prop up and sustain the expressed 
will and purposes and wishes of the 
people of Nicaragua. 

“The fact that Sacasa was out of 


a 


just across the line in Guatemala, driv- 
en out by a force, ought not to ehange 
the great national poliey. It has 
been said that it was not the duty 
of this government to take an army 
and carry Sacasa back to Nicaragua. 
I am not so sure about that. But 
there can be no doubt, it seems to 
me, that we ought not to have recog- 
nized and ought not now to recognize 
those who drove him out of Nic- 
aragua. 

“It has been said, Mr. President, 
and properly said, that we are in, 
and what should we do about it? I 
have already expressed myself in re- 
gazd to the recognition of Sacasa,that 
if it be thought unwise to do that or 
if other personal reasons interposed 
which would make it difficult to do 
that, then it does seem to me that we 
are under the highest obligation to 
call upon Diaz and those who are 
there by virtue of our’ recognition, 
to give the people ef Nicaragua an 
opportunity of popular choice to select 
their ruler. It seems to me that it 
is up to us as a government te again 
eall for an election and to :conduct 
it as we did practically in 1925 and 
give the people of Nicaragua an op- 
portunity to pass upon the question 
of who shall be their ruler. 

Independent Spirit. 

“Never in the world can we have 
peace in Central America if we force 
upon the people of Nicaragua or the 
people of other South American coun- 
tries those who are not supported by 
the popular rule. The people of a 
nation are imbued with a national 
and independent spirit. You cannot 
shoot it out of them; yot cannot 
erush it out of them; it is there; it 
may be submerged today by force 
but in the years to come it will re- 
turn: and we oi all people in the 
world ought not to undertake to im- 
pose upon the people of another na- 


tion a government which they do not | 


want,

Borah Makes Proposals. 

Borah made the first constructive 
proposals that have come from con- 
gress during the present discussion. 
Borah quoted the phrase of his pro- 
gressive associate, Senator Hiram 
Johnson, of California, who had said 
after hearing Kellogg, “well, we are 
in now, what shall we do about it?” 

“It seems to me,” Borah continued, 
“that we are under the highest obli- 
gations to call upon Diaz to give the 
people the right to express theiv will 
about their government. We should 
not keep Diaz there until 1929 but 
should call for an election and give 
the people the right to pass upon who 
shall be their ruler. 

“We can never trample the con- 
science of a people, sir, with marines. 
You cannot shoot them into submission 
or crush them by force. 

“We should inaugurate a campaign 
of peace and seek to get in touch with 
the people themselves. We can never 
haye peace in any of the countries of 
Central America, if we try to foree 


ex-service man, 


upon them things they do not want.” 

Regarding arbitration of the Mexi- 
can oil dispute, Borah said: 

“While we seem to think that the 
Mexican shadow envelops the situa- 
tion I will propose to the Mexican 
people that the controversy in ref- 
erence to land there should be submit- 
ted to arbitration. Inaucurate a cam- 
paign of peace; abolish the idea of 
force; try friendly relations; seek to 
get in touch with the masses, with the 
people themselves, and we can estab- 
lish a policy in Central America which 
will protect our interests and which 
will do that which we are entitled to 
do—receive special consideration from 
those people.” 

Lenroot Disputes View. 


Senator Lenroot, Wisconsin repub- 
lican, disputed Borah’s contention that 
the United States: should not have 
recognized Diaz. 

“Tt seems to me that the duly con- 
stituted authorities in Nicaragua have 
construed their own constitution in a 
certain way,” he said.

DIAZ FORCES HAIL 
ADVENT OF MARINES. 

Bluefields, Nicaragua, January 13. : 
Nicaragua conservatives and liberals, 
the one force glowing with victories 
made possible by neutralization of 
Nicaraguan ports and cities yy United 
States naval forces, the other pointing 
to success in internal warfare, are 
paying little heed to suggestions of 
arbitration by Rear Admiral Latimer, 
U. S. N., or from other Latin-Amef#i- 
can countries. 

“The liberal party desires peace on 
the basis of justice and decorum,” said 
Liberal President Sacasa, “but not on 
the basis of submission to Diaz wo 
is lacking the support of the Nica- 
raguan people and is imploring the 
help of foreign forces.” :

_. Washington, January 13.—What is 
Nicaragua? The question is asked 
frequently now that the little republic 
has the center of the stage at Wash- 
ington. Wallace Thompson, an Amer- 
ican newspaperman, in his “Rainbow 
Jountries of Central America,” thus 
describes Nicaragua: 


Nicaragua is ponderous, heavy with rer- 
dure. Wide-spreading trees rise against the 
sky on hilltops shaped like elongated hog- 
backs, or like round-domed huts of black 
giants. It is tropical, brooding, African, 
almost, and the edge of the sea laps ochre- 
yellow rocks, the foreground of hills that 
are of purple distance, not of bine. 


Nicaragua is 49,200 square miles in 
area. Its population is some 650,000. 
Managua, the capital, is the largest 
city, with 60,000 inhabitants. The 
city of Leon is the next most popu- 
lous place, with 47,000 _ residents. 
Within the country is Lake Nicaragua, 
92 miles long and 34 miles wide, the 
largest body of fresh water south of 
our own Great Lakes. Coffee, cattle- 
breeding and silver mining are the 
principal industries. 

United States marines are almost 
as much at home in Nicaragua as they 
are at Quantico or San Diego. At the 
request of the Nicaraguan government, 
2,000 leathernecks landed at Corinto 
in 1912 and made their way to Man- 
agua to protect American livés and 
property during a revolutionary out- 
break. The “American occupation” 
ended when the last hundred marines 
were withdrawn in 1925. Americans

Austin, Texas, January 13.—(/)— 
Thirty-one full pardons were added to- 
day to Governor Miriam A. Fergu- 
son’s record-smashing list of clemency 


acts. 

With only five days of her two-year 
term remaining, the woman execu- 
tive’s clemency had reached 3,241. One 
life sentence was commuted to four 
years in addition to today’s pardons. 

Meanwhile William McCraw, dis- 
triet attorney of Dallas county, sought 
to shut off opportunities for pardons 
for persons convicted there between 
now and January 18, when Mrs. Fer- 
guson’s term expires. : 

He presented motions to the two 
judges of criminal courts in the coun- 
ty, asking that all sentences be de- 
ferred until after January 18, declar 
ing he was “just not willing to take 
any chances.”” No action was taken 
by the judges, however. 

The Dallas district attorney fol- 
lowed the lead of prosecutors at San 
Antonio and Houston who cbtained 
permission of the criminal courts in 
their counties to defer the sentencing 
of all criminals during the remaining 
days of the Ferguson administration. 

Joe Casanova, sentenced from Bex- 
ar countyl (San Antonio), to serve 
25 years for murder, was one of those 
pardoned today. Governor Ferguson 
said clemency had been recommended 
by District Attorney C. M. Chambers 
and Judge W. W. McCrory, one of the 
district judges of Bexar county grant- 
ing Chambers’ motion for continuance 
of all criminal cases as a means of 
thwarting the Ferguson pardon policy. 

District Attorney Chambers at San 
Antonio, however, denied he had 
signed any application for a pagdon 
for Casanova. Judge McCrory ad- 
mitted he had signed the request, say- 
ing evidence called to his attention 
Since Casanova'’s conviction led him 
to believe the man was innocent.

Should the Catholic revolution tri- 
umph in Mexico there is a strong pos- 
sibility that Garza will be put forward 
as a presidential candidate, although 
the present constitution of the republic 
sets the age limit at 35. However, the 
Catholic program leads off with a de- 
mand for the derogation of this con- 
stitution. 

Ten Reforms Sought. 

The revolution seeks ten reforms: 

1. Liberty of religious worship. 

2. Liberty of conscience, 

3. Liberty of education. 

4. Liberty of press. 

5. Liberty of gathering, respect for 
the rights of property. no retroactivity 
of laws, cultivation of friendship with 
the United. States and other foreign 
countries and effective suffrage. 

The Catholics’ model for constitu- 
tional reform will be the constitution 
of 1857. 

The call for revolution in the name 


of these reforms is signed by Rene 
Capistan Garza, “first chief in charge 


of the movement for liberty,” and Gen- 
eral Fernando Gonzales Arteaga, “field 
leader of the military forces.” Capi- 
stran Garza was, at last accounts, on 
the border directing the propaganda 
for initiating the movement: General 
Gonzales was in the state of Oaxaca, 
having about 5,000 followers under 
arms.

AIRPLANES ARE -USED 
IN FIGHTING REBELS.

Mexico City, January 13.—Using 
airplanes to drop bombs on at least 
one village, continuing its execution 
of rebels and pursuing insurrection- 
ists in several states, the Mexichn war 
department is carrying on its cam- 
paign to suppress a revolt, according 
to articles appearing in the newspa- 
pers El Sol and Graphico. ' 

Airplanes dropped bombs on the vil- 
lage of Torocopobampo, which is in- 
habited chiefly by Yaqui Indians. 
Many persons in the plaza of the vil- 
lage were killed. Reports from Gen- 
eral Francisco Manzo, chief of opera- 
tions in the Yaqui country, in Sonora, 
said that the Yaquis were defeated and 
driven into the Hills. 

Sixteen rebels were hanged near 
Milpaalta, on the border between the 
states of Mexico and Morelos. 


MEXICO UNEASY 
OVER KELLOGG SPEECH. 
Mexico City, January 13.—(#/)— 
Mexico’s internal disturbances and 
her relations with the United States 
give rise to much apprehension 
throughout the country and to no lit- 
tle alarm in certain quarters, although 
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those in high positions apparently do 
not wish to make predictions at 
present. 

The Mexican government thus far 
has withheld comment on the declara- 
tion of Secretary Kellogg regarding 
communist activities in Mexico aimed 
at the United States.

“FIRST EDITIONS.” 

I must confes; to a great love and 
interest in first editions. And it isnt 
the mere rarity behind a book, neither 
is it because of the novelty of it that 
I like these treasures about me. It is 
because a first edition represents to 
me the struggle and the hunger of the 
writer. 

One of the rarest of Hearn’s books 
is “Chinese Ghosts” and the reason 
why it is so scarce is that Hearn 
wrote in to his publishers and com- 
plained in abusive language because 
of the small royalty received. Where- 
upon the publisher had every copy in 
his possession destroyed, including the 
plates. 

Hudson waited until the shadows of 
life had lengthened greatly before fame 


At that time he was a broken old 
man and didn’t care much one way or 
the other. 

Conrad put the very lines of his face 
into what he wrote. I love his first 
editions ! | 

The early items of Poe, Keats, 
Shelley, Dickens are extremely rare 
and expensive. These writers had to 
open up their hearts all through their 
careers so that they might dip their 
pens in there for vital fluid. And 
this has always been true,of' every 
one of their kind. 

Gissing items are very rare and 
costly, too. A large number of his 
early books are library copies. Read- 
ers were few and far between. At 
one time during his career, Gissing 
lived upon peanuts in Chicago and 
he sold stories for a few dollars to 
The Chicago Tribune that have late- 
ly been collected into a book and sold 
for $4 a copy to those who loved this 
writer. 

A good copy of the first edition of 
“The Way of All Flesh,” by that most 
unique and extraordinary writer, 
Samuel Butler, costs considerably over 
$100 now. 

Every great book is the represen- 
tation of the soul of the one who wrote 
it. Only those who have struggled 
against fearful odds know anything 
about it. A man’s , or writing 
is earth, God, friends, hope, tears, 
and sleepless nights:* Hugo wrote so 
rapidly at times when his soul got on 
fire that a dozen pages were strewn 
all about him wet with ink. At other 
times single pages were wet with tears 
of hig poverty and struggle. —_— 

The collecting of “First Editions” 
is far from being a foolish hobby. 
There is something underneath— 
something that comes to the mother 


iwhen she feels the first tiny shoe of 


her baby, years after that baby has 


become a man.

The history of this religion does 
not sustain your contention. An un- 
prejudiced verdict on its past would 
show that those who undertook the 
practice of Christ’s Christianity in- 
curred great hazards. He taught that 
worship of God and service of man 
constituted an adventure of the soul 
to which bodily demands must be com- 
pletely subservient. 
His great word be understood: 
that saveth his life shall lose it.” 

From the earthbound point of view 
this saying is folly. It makes the risks 
of suffering soar, and places a premi- 
um on the-sacrifice to the uttermost 
which the’ cross glorified. Yet once 
the adventurous is suppressed in 
Christianity it loses its divine flavor. 
It relies upon a power of flight which 
elevates it above prudential motives 
when its principles are at stake. 

Since when, however, has the ap- 
peal to safety been listed as a lower 
motive? In the long list the safety 
you mention is an equivalent for the 
best use of life here and hereafter. 
The sacrificial life is the only truly 
protected life. It throws away the 
temporal for the eternal, the casket 
for the jewel. 

On the surface of things, saints 
like St. Francis or Bishop Marvin ap- 
pear intractable to their circumstances. 
But this is. because they have har- 
monies with the over-soul which place 
them beyond the reach of poverty, pain 
and death. If to be what God means 
us to be in both worlds is safety, no 
appeal in its behalf can be too fervid 
or too frequent.

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THE VITAMIN WHICH PRE- 
VENTS PELLAGRA. 

Pellagra has been known in Spain, 
Italy, Egypt and the Balkans for 200 
years, but has been recognized in the 
United States only within the last 20 
years, Cases have occurred in every 
state, though most cases occur in the 


orer sections of the southern states. 
The federal authorities say there were | 
125,000 cases south of the Potomac 
and Ohio rivers in a year. 

Italian physicians long ago thought 
pellagra was caused by eating spoiled 
corn. When pellagra was first wide- 
ly recognized in the United States. 
some physicians here believed it was 
an infectious disease, and some Euro- 
pean students shared this view, a Brit- 
ish physician even suggesting that the 
infection was carried by the bite of 
some insect, just as malaria is car- 
ried by a certain breed of mosquito. 
But the present opinion is that pella-! 
gra is due to a faulty diet, and is 
therefore a “deficiency disease,” not 
infectious or communicable but pre- 
ventable by proper diet. 

The deficiency which is accountable 
for pellagra is still debated by the phy- 
sicilan#and students of the disease in 
the United States, one group enter- 
taining the belief that it is principally 
the poverty of protein material in the 
diet and the other group favoring the 
idea that it is a lack of some vitamin. 

Dr. Joseph Goldberger, of the United 
States public health service has strong- 
ly supported the latter idea, and he 
has proposed as a name for the pella- 
gra preventing vitamin the designation 
P-P: which he believes is one of at 
least two vitamins which have been 
known heretofore as vitamin B. 

Although Dr. Goldberger’s position 
is probably correct and physicians are 
accepting his work as the nearest ap- 
proach to solution of the  pellagra 
problem, he himself points out that 
our knowledge of the distribution of 
the pellagra preventing vitamin in our 
foodstuffs is only in its beginning and 
that laboratory studies now under way 
may before long round out our knowl- 
edge of this. 

Assuredly this is not the place te 
describe the symptoms of pellagra, but 


perhaps a few general observations will 


not unnecessarily alarm any reader 
That general nutrition is impaired is 
manifest in (1) emaciation, (2) en- 
feebled digestion and (3) a character- 
istic dermatitis on the back of the 
wrists and forearms. 

A liberal supply of fresh milk (un- 
heated or uncooked) and fresh meat 
(underdone), eggs and vegetables in 
the diet seems to prevent pellagra or 
cure it if the general nutrition has not 
been too long impaired. Dr. Goldberg- 


er has advocated the use of yeast as a/ 


part of the daily ration when the pro- 
vision of suitable amounts of pure 
fresh, raw milk and fresh eggs and 
fresh vegetables impossible. One 
or*two ordinary yeast cakes such as 
are used for baking, may be taken each 
day if a liberal selection of the foods 
mentioned is denied the pellagra suf- 
ferer.

study of pellagra in the United States 


may obtain free pamphlets on the 
subject by application to the public 
health service, Washington, D. C., or 
if your own congressman is not too 
deeply immersed in the problem of how 
to dispose of all.that “medicinal” booze 
which seems to worry our government 
these days, he will no doubt be glad 
to obtain for you whatever the gov- 
ernment has published about pellagra.

CHAPTER IX, 
The Fascist March on Rome. 
Rome, January 13.—It was a usual 


sight in the streets of Rome in the 
winter 1918-19 to see long queues of 
ex-soldiers, wet, bedraggled and hun- 
gry, lining up in front of restaurants, 
hoping for some leftovers from regular 
customers. The distress was so gen- 
eral ‘that the country seemed on the 
verge of bankruptcy. Mussolini him- 
self went- broke doling out his last 
sous to former comrades of arms who 
came to beg for bread. 

All authority seemed to have broken 
down. From passive suffering, many 
assumed a more aggressive turn of 
Robberies were frequent, hold- 
ups were a common occurrence, raids 
on bakeries and groceries became the 
daily program. 

Epidemic of Failures. 


Trains stopped running. The eco- 
nomic and industrial machinery broke 
down. Merchandise destined for 
Bologna turned up in Vienna, Aus- 
tria; streets were left uncleaned; 
women were molested: big stores clos- 
ed their doors, throwing more unem- 
ployed on the labor market; there was 
an epidemic of commercial failures. 

I here quote the words of Dr. Al- 
fredo Taglialatela, renowned savant. 
a neutral in polities and professor in 
dogmatic philosophy in Ronte. When 
I asked the professor what was the ac- 
tual situation just before the. fascist 


march on Rome, he said: “There is no |; 


doubt in my mind that five more days 
of the terrible conditions under which 
we lived would have seen the triumph 
of bolshevism. Life was uncertain. 
Private property had ceased to be re- 
spected. There were daily revolver 
battlés on the Via Nazionale. Baniits 
entered your home and ransacked it 
for plunder. I had to go to Naples 
one night. The train was scheduled 
to leave at eight. At midnight I was 
still waiting on tle station platform. 
The train employees had constituted 
a committee and had decided not to 
run the train that night. As their 
reason they gave that a_ party of 
soldiers and an officer were among 
the passengers. 
Situation Grows Worse. 

“Workmen began to oecupy fac- 
tories. The red fies was hoisted in the 
great industrial centers. All that time 
the government debated and did noth- 
ing. It is now said that just before 
Muss@iini’s march on Rome there had 
come some improvement under the 
liberal administration of Giolitti. This 
is not borne out by the facts. The 
situation grew worse. All the govern- 
ment did was to announce the exten- 
sion of the suffrage. Such an an- 
nouncement brought sneers and a loud 
guffaw throughout the country. 


I was greatly troubled at the same 
time, for I believed my country ir- 
reyocably lost. Only a miracle could 
save it. That miracle was Benito 
Mussolini, Fascism has made mis- 
takes, but as an Italian who loves his 
country I must support him, and see

Fascists Lose Election, 


An election was held. The fascists 
did not gain a majority. “‘A corpse 
in an advanced state of putrefaction 
was fished from the river. It was 
recognized as Benito Mussolini,” the 
socialist paper announced when the 
election results became known. 


For nearly two years the confiict 
raged. Hundreds were killed, thou- 
sands were wounded. There was talk 
of Mussolini’s being invited to take 
a portfolio in the eabinet of Salandro. 
He refused to work under another, 

Disconteyt arose, the army became 
affected, the king no longer felt him- 
self secure in Rome and sent his 
family away. 

When the king entered the cham- 
ber, deputies arose and sang. the 
“Red Flag.” The picture of Lenin was 
carried through the streets of Rome. 
In the meantime Mussolini 
strengthening his organization.

Sudbury, Mass., January 13.—(/)—

_ Introduction of thrift into Georgia 
agriculture, along the general plan 
of the Georgia association, is essential 
to any sound development of industry 
and commerce in the state, 
Atkinson, chairman of the board of the 
xeorgia Railway and Power company, 
told members of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce at luncheon Thursday.

Ewing wore a worn and haggard 
look. He was very weak and in a 
faltering voice answered with the 
word “yes,” to tht judge’s questiohs, 
emphasizing his answer’ with a nod 
of the head. 

“Do you know what your actions 
mean?” Judge Thomas asked. 

Ewing nodded. 

“Are you willing to accept life im- 
prisonment as a penalty for killing 
your wife?’ he was asked,

TAKING SHAPE

Arnold Daly 
Loses Lite | 


- In Flames: 


New York, January 13.—()—Ar- 
nold Daly, who rose from. obscurity 
as an office be: to international fame 
as an actor, lost his life in a fire 
today. The flames trapped him in 
his apartment in West Fifty-first | 
street, on the fringe of Broadway 
where he had received the plaudits of 
thousards and only a few blocks from 
the site of his old Herald Square 
theater where he made his debut: in 
‘New York in 1895. 

Firemen, who hacked their way | 
into Daly’s fourth-floor quarters, | 
,found his burned body lying beside | 
jan arm chair in which he had been; 
seen a short time before reading a 
| book. 
, Although known to thousands, Daly | 
j;could not be. identified for several 
{hours; the face tnat has recorded a 
«multitude of real and simulated | 
eniotions was a charred mask. Ab-' 
solute identification was made by 
two bunions, known to Frank Whit- | 
comb, his attorney, but not to others 
viewing the body. 

The fire in which Daly died was 
featured by thrilling rescues by fire- 
men, who carried to safety two wom- 
e: who lived on the fourth floom. A 
father and mother, residing om the 
fifth floor, carried their three chil- 
dren to safety over the roofs. 

The fire began in the basement 
and swept up the stairway, cutting 
off escape. Daly’s window was found 
open and firemen believed he had 
tried to climb out of it when flames 
cut off the stairway. Mr. Daly lived 
lalone, his daughter Blythe Daly. be- 
ing on tour. He was divorced from 
his wife, who was Miss Mary Blythe, 
of Los Angeles, and now Mrs. Frank 
Craven. 

Daly died in his féfty-first year, 
still “in harness” for he had recently 
gone into vaudeville with a one-act 
play, “Kidnaped.” The sketch had 
been withdrawn s2veral days ago and 
he was revising the script. 

He was born in Brooklyn and after 
graduating at Sacred Heart academy 
he became office boy for Charles 
Frohman, producer. He first sprang 
into prominence with his production 
of plays by George Bernard Shaw.
